COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—“ With­ 
out shutting my ey es,” says Ohio's 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, Dr 
Edward E. Holt, ‘ I can 
look around this office and see

“I try to have them in mind, 
rather than who it might please 
or displease, when I make deci­ 
sions.” 
Saturday, Holt begins his third 
year of making decisions as Ohio’s 
ranking public school official. The 
anniversary com es at perhaps the 
busiest tim e in the veteran school 
adm inistrator’s career. 
With a large number of bills re­

English Recovery 
Is O K , but Foreign 
Investm ents Studied

confident

outlook. 
England's recovery from its brief 
and mild industrial 
dip 
secures j 
their homo market. 
But most of the firms in the 
oil, rubber, 
appliance 
and 
auto 
fields are closely tied with opera­ 
tions elsew here. 
And they have 
their worries in the Mideast and 
their doubts about the European 
common market. 
Officials 
at 
the 
treasury 
say 
that 
Britain welcom es American 
firm s here and that their prod 
ucts made here gain all the ad 
vantages of commonwealth prof 
erenees—a system that can penal­ 
ize goods made elsewhere This is J 
| one reason that British 
m anufac­ 
turers, 
unlike 
Americans, 
have 
shown 
little 
interest in 
building 
plants 
in 
the 
common 
market 
area on the continent. 
Many American corporation of 
ficials here say that the board of 
trade is reasonable about grant 
ing licenses for imports when the 
need for such products or m ateri­ 
als is shown. 
Most Am ericans agree that the 
best way to do business in Britain 
is to build a plant here, not try 
to import. They go 
along 
with 
British officials in saying labor 
m anagem ent relations are usual­ 
ly good. The cost of living has 
lipid steady for 12 months. 
Oil com panies arc under pres­ 
sure at the moment because of 
unemployment in the coal fields 
Oil imports are increasing steadi­ 
ly. 
Tire 
factories 
look 
for 
^alcs 
gains because Britons have more 
money now to buy cars, because 
em ploym ent is on the rise again, 
and because it’s uneconomic 
to 
import tires and pay the duty. 
But 
a 
spokesman 
for 
Good­ 
year's 
British 
subsidiary 
com ­ 
plains that tires last too long in 
England. There are no long d is­ 
tances to drive as in the United

Exertion and Heart Disease 


WASHINGTON fA P )-I t is only 
realistic to expect very little frojn 
the foreign m inisters m eeting in 
Geneva or, if it is held later, from 
a sum m it m eeting between Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower 
and 
Prem ier 
Khrushchev. 
The following possibilities seem 
all that can he expected from all 
the diicussions for a long time: 
1. The 
West 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Union eventually may reach some 
agreem ent to stop nuclear weap­ 
ons testing to avoid fallout dan­ 
gers; 
and 
they may find 
some 
way of easing their dispute over 
West Berlin. 
2. If 
the 
talks 
can 
continue 
without an explosion, there may 
he what diplom ats like to call an 
easing 
of 
tensions. 
That’s 
a 
phrase made of rubber. It could 
turn out to be real and helpful. 
It could prove to be a dangerous 
myth. 
Here are some reasons for not 
expecting sensational agreem ents, 
starting with the broadest prob­ 
lem — disarm am ent — and going 
on to the discussions at Geneva 
now among the foreign ministers 
of the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Britain, France 
A 
truly 
broad 
disarm am ent 
agreement seem s out of the ques­ 
tion for years The West is hugely 
outnumbered 
by the Communist 
world in military manpower. The 
only thing the West has to offset 
the 
numerical superiority is nu­ 
clear weapons. 
So long as the West and the 
Soviets 
retain 
nuclear 
weapons, 
talk of a general disarm am ent is 
more idealistic than practical. But 
isn’t it possible the two sides may 
agree on banning nuclear w eap­ 
ons, too? 
Not for a 
long, long 
time.

Nuclear testing m ay be detect­ 
ed. But scientists now have no 
way of detecting stockpiles of nu­ 
clear

sides agreed never to use nuclear 
weapons in war, this would b« the 
result:

New State Ethics 
Code Taking Shape 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) 
— 
A 
strict code of ethics for state em ­ 
ployes is in the making. 
Members 
of Gov. 
Michael 
V. 
D iSalle’s Cabinet discussed a ten­ 
tative draft of the code today. 
Miss M argaret A. Mahoney, in­ 
dustrial relations director, said the 
code seeks to prevent conflict be­ 
tween private interests and official 
duties of em ployes. She heads a 
com m ittee named by the governor 
to draft the code. 
The code calls for dism issal or 
other disciplinary action 
against 
em ployes responsible to the gov­ 
ernor for violation. Miss Mahoney 
said the code might well be adopt­ 
ed by other elective officials, uni­ 
versities and other virtually au­ 
tonomous units. 
The rode covers outside em ploy­ 
ment, disclosure of confidential in­ 
formation, attempt to obtain privi­ 
leges, personal 
investm ents that 
might influence official decisions, 
acceptance of gifts, fees or other 
things of value for speeches, ap­ 
pearances or other activities out­ 
side a state job. 
Included was a provision for pri­ 
vate 
individuals or organizations 
to pay the state for any travel ex­ 
penses or fees in connection with 
the appearance of a state official 
or em ploye at their functions 
The requirement would prevent 
‘ double reim bursem ent’’ for such 
appearance#, it was explained. 
"I think the standards are ex. 
cedent," DiSalle said. 
Final action on the code will be 
taken at a later m eeting, the gov­ 
ernor indicated.
